SCHARFF,: ANTON (Austr.) One of the most celebrated Medallists of 
modern times, son of the Vienna Mint-Medallist Michael Scharff, was 
torn at Vienna on 10,June 1845, He was early instructed in drawing 
and modelling, and in 1330 entered the Academy of decorative Arts, 
Two years later he was admitted as a pupil at the "Graveur-Akademie™ 
attached to the Vienne mint, and studied there under Pavid Foehm, 

In 1333 he was appointed Assistant-@nsraver at the Mint, and Fn- 
Sraver in 1888, [In 1881 he tecame Director of the "Graveur-Akajemie™ 
The distinction of Court-medallist was conferred upon bim in 1887, 

Fe died on 8,July 1998 at Frunn, 

Scharff was a Knight of the Crider of the Tron Crown and of the Or 
der of Francis Joseph; Knight of the Pavarian Crder of St. Michael 
Knight of Toscan Civil Verit Crider; Commander of the Servian St. Sava 
Crder; Knight af the Order of the Star of Roumania. The Fmperor of 
Austria further testowed upon him the golden Cross of Merit with 
crown, and the Prince of Fulgaria awarded to him the Crder of Merit 
of Bulgaria, The artist also took a numter of prizes; the Karl 
Ludwig medal; the Reichel Prize 1830; the large gold medal at the 
Fine Arts Fxbititions of Vunich and Ferlin; the Grand Prix at the 
Paris Universal Fxbitition in 1900; sold medals at Dresden and Anta; 
werp,: etc, 

Sebarff's medallic works are very numerous and have placed him at 
the bead of the Austrian school of medallists, He was a fine draught 
man, todelled well, and depicted the familiar aspects of nature wit 
remarkatle delicacy of sentiment. Compared to the French school, 
his style is perhaps Lacking in softness and over minute and deli- 
cate, which is the only criticism that one can offer. His portrait 
are vigorous; every figure has teen studied from the life witb a rare 
truthfulness and appreciation, the general type and the individual 
character teins equally well represented.
